REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per independent claims 1, 6, 9, 1 1, 14, 17, 21, and 22, the prior art does not teach a 
method/system for testing an engine coolant temperature sensor comprising evaluating a 
temperature difference between the ECT reading and the IAT reading to determine if a 
rationality is present, wherein the evaluating step comprises monitoring the IAT reading during 
the operation of the vehicle to identify the presence of a block engine heater if the temperature 
difference exceeds a pre-determined threshold; and providing a rationality indication in response 
to the evaluating step. Regarding the closest prior art, Linenberg et al. does teach a method of 
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determining the use of a block heater based on coolant temperature and ambient intake air 
(abstract, lines 1-8). However, Linenberg et al. is silent regarding the testing of the sensor, 
determining if an irrationality is present, or providing an irrationality is present. Reese, II et al. 
(U.S. Patent 6,732,025), on the other hand, discusses a method of diagnosing the rationality of an 
engine coolant temperature sensor (column 1, line 57 - column 2, line 6), but is silent regarding 
the presence of a block heater. However, combining these two references does not result in the 
Applicant's invention, since in the present invention the monitoring to determine the presence of 
the block heater is an integral step in the determination regarding rationality of the sensor. There 
appears no obvious motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to combine these references in 
any way that would result in Applicant's invention.
